Endurance and Bravery.

The ship Berica. of .VU) tons burden.

sailed from Liverpool on the sih of
Decemlier. 18117, having ou board the
captain, Thomas Cubhin to whom
we are ludebted for this story his
wife, and two children (one of them
eleven years of age aud "ocean-born,- "

the other aged nineteen months), and
a crew of fourteen. By March in the
following year, Uang near the ijOth

meridian of east longitude, and not
far from the southern tropics, they
fell iu with very variable ami omin-iott- s

looking weather. The captain,
seeing that the !arometer stood steady
at 2! su, hoped that this was but the
edge of a hurricane that he supposed
to be then passing over the Mauritius.
On the 13th of the month this hope
was at an end. A shmn more violent
than the old seaman had ever
seou who, for the first time in
his life, had himself lashed b
the poop broke over the ship.
"What is Uie wntther like?" asked his
wife, whom he hail told to go below
and pray, "it looks like the mouth
of hell." 1 said, and told her to attend
to her prayers." "The sea koke.l
like irreat avalanches of water iu.i:

The men
were kept, almost by main force, at
the pumps, and not allowed even
to sound the depth of water.
But meanwhile the terror of
being carried down by the sudden
foundering of the ship was increasing
on board, and had Infected every one,
the Captain ouiy excepted, ins cour
age even held out when, either ny
accident or by design, the caritenter
broke a hole in the chamber of the
largest pump, but he could no longer
control his crew. The boata and a
raft were got ready, and stored with
such provisions as cjukl be got to--

irethr--r the crew, always under the
terror of an Immediate foundering of
the ship, being most unwilling logo
a T .. i . ai i.i T V. . .uowu into uie itoiu. iu one uwi,
tw enty feet long, five feet broad amid
ships, and twenty itiches deep, were the
Captain, his wife and two children,
and Ave of the bauds. The other
boat, somewhat larger in siae, held
the rest. The smaller was strength-
ened, or, at all events, made to look
more comfortable and secure, by the
addition oi four or five inches of
canvas stretched as stanchions
round the gunwale. This was made
while they were still under the
lee of thu ship, now a water-logge- d

wreck, oi this they were soou to ee
the last. "At tnree p.m., or mere
st touts (on March 17), the sheep and
pigs made a great noise, the dog
barked furiously, the doomed Btiip
made a final plunge, and went down
bead --foremost. A very painful deed
had now to be done. The dog, tlie
Captain knew, would be soon alter
them. The men pulled hard for an
hour to get free of him, but in vain.

1 saw something," he says, "coming
Up astern, i Uioughl at iifst it was a
large shark.

It
was au old friend, a great favorite ol
the children; the wife begged hard
that it might be taken on board, but
this was impossible; "all the weter
we had would have been none too
much for him alone, he being a large
dog."

The wife and
the smaller boy were much blistered
by the sun ; otherwise, all were in tol
erable comfort and good spirits. Both
the boys slept soundly; so did the
the crew; but both the captain and
bb wife were constantly wakeful. At
sunset, on the ittth of March, the cap-

tain thought that they could not be
more than thirty milts from Bour-
bon. But here a bitb'r disappoint-meu- t

waited tjipm. The weather be-
came uu.y 'ttleu, and i M- sea ose. At
daybreak it became evident that they
could not make the land. Nothing
remained but to run for Madagascar.
It was veay hard, for all about them
were fragments of driftwood, sugar-
cane, etc., and plenty of land birds

in sight. Tne crew murmuredYfCIC
but tlie captain, using a pious fraud
about the distance, bad his way. The
sea was now very high, so high that
the "steer-oa- r jteftked with its butt
uuder the after-thwa- rt "that is, if
we interpret the words right, fastened
at an eevatioh of about p, '' put its
blade under." Again the weather
moderated, and now the great trouble
was the want of water. The elder
boy, the " ooean-born- ," as the father
proudly calls him, bore his troubles
without a murmur, but the little one
cried incessantly for water. The crew
were not quite as brave as they might
have been, talking of " giving in,"
and so on. " I felt annOyed," says the
Captain, why. manly word we must
quote, " got up, and said, ' Look here,
i am not at alt sanguine that we shall
reach the coast ; but as long as I have
life I shall hope, and as long as 1 have
the least hope, I will work ; and any
one that will hot do the same, I ex-

pect them to lighten thv ooat qy
giving up our company, and, when
you are all (Jone and gone, iny wife
and myself will try.' hiie said, 'We
will!' I think I must have looked
very angry, for it bad the effect of
stopping their murmurs for that
time." On March 2-- th, a new danger
threatened them. A large shark
made some determined rushes at the
boat, The captain made him sheer
off, ijrst by a smaa bpu from a loose
thwart, then with a poke from the
steering oar.

On the morn-
ing ol March ith, land was sighted; at
sunset they approached it near enough
to see that There was an unbroken
line of heavy sj4(f along it. The
Captain, ajways true to himacif. would
have had the landing put off till the
morning, when the light would have
given tin m a better ohanoe, but all
were against him; the mother cried
out that neither she nor the child
could live through another night and
the attempt was made. As soon as
we got on the back of the surf, my
wife said, ' Turn back.' I replied,
M Too late, Mary. Give way, men,
life or death.' " In the forepart sat
the two children, the younger stili
crying, the elder, who held ttfte In
his arms, comforting him with
" 'Hush I Jimmy darling, plenty of
water in a few minutes!' " These the
mate, a fine swimmer, was to look
after ( the Captain was to attend to
his wife. In tne brat breaker the boat
was upset. "The boat turned upon us.
aud we were a short time under her."
The Cautain got out nm, next one

the other boy. The boys haM the
woman's hands across Uie keel ot the
boat. At the forepart of the boat was
a seaman. "Immediately afterward
I had hold, and whs just at my
wife's side, reaching to hake hold of
her, when tbe boat turned over again.
We were then all fonr thrown to-
gether, my wife and the boys keeping
last hold of each other. I told the m
to hold fast, and was Itch i ml them,
swimming and pushing them in he-for- e

Not more than one minute
from this, the boat either turned again
or fell off the sea upon me, giving me
a fearful blow, which dislocated some
ot my ruts, v ery snortiy alter my
feet touched ground between the seas.
